HIS Machine i is meant for an Improvement upon the newly-invented Art of 
Aeroſtation, or raiſing heavy Bodies in the Atmoſphere by the Means of in- 

| 3 Air, and is conſtructed upon Principles calculated to remove the Difficul- 
4a that have hitherto prevented the Government of Balloons. 

In the Conſtruction of the preſent Machine, every Endeavour has been uſed to u- 
nite Strength and Lightneſs. It is made of an oblong Form, in Order to facilitate 
its Progreſs through the Air ; and, that this Shape may in ſome Sort contribute to 
the Beauty of the Spectacle, the Inventor has given it the Reſemblance of a FISH, 
propoſing to imitate, as near as can be, in the Air, the Motion of that Animal in 
the Water. It is covered with Perſian Silk, coloured after Nature; and will con- 
tain within it a Caſe of ſtronger Silk ſufficiently capacious to receive the inflaramabee 
Air neceſſary for its Elevation. | | 

The Seat for the Traveller, who will be concealed from the Spectators, is placed 
within the Machine, and conſtitutes a Part of it, at the Bottom of the Figure, be- 
tween the two Fins, which are to be uſed in the Manner of Oars, and which, being 
| moved with the Traveller's whole Exertion, will, it is preſumed, not only give a 
progreſſive Motion to the Body of the Machine, but furniſh a Power of Direction;
